ound for utilizing mass trans 

tion facilities. Studies have been 
made recommending that 
‘ways provide lanes for busses which 
would carry more persons per square 
foot of highway space. 

It appears that the high cost of 
proms right of way for multi- 
aned expressways is deterring their 
construction, and the addition of an- 
other two or more lanes for mass 
transportation would further deter 
their construction. 

But I can envisage an expressway 
with a separate upper level for mass 
transportation supported above the 
other roadway by arches, entirely 
free from the congestion of private 
autos. There would be no need for 
complex clover-leafs or interchanges 
on. this upper level, as all busses 
would be routed from one end to 
the other with pull-off space for load- 
ing and unloading passengers, who 
‘would be safe from other traffic, and 
could move to and from street level 
by escalators at certain strategic 
cross streets. 

To go even further, why not a sys- 
tem of mono-rail cars suspended high 
above these expressways and in no 
way interfering with the operation of 
the highway? ’ R.0.W.

Time to Be Definite 


With one exception, the tax reassessment pro- 
gram recommended by a special committee of the 
County Council appears to be a sound and well 


_ thought out plan for correcting inequities in the 


county’s property tax structure. 

The exception is that the committee, composed 
of Councilmen James H. J. McNary, James A. 
Singer and Frank L. Martini, does not lay down 
a clear and definite timetable for the completion 
of its proposed two-stage reassessment. 

In a general way the committee expresses hope 
that reassessment of land might be completed 
by next spring and of improvements a year later. 
But when it comes to specifics, it merely recom- 
mends that first priority be given the land reval- 
uation and second.to ifmprovements. 

It seems to us essential that definite target 
dates be established, both as a pledge of prompt 
performance to the State Tax Commission and 
as a promise to county residents that they will 
promptly be relieved of what the committee 
indicates are gross inequities in real estate as- 
sessments as they stand. 

Unless the county says “we will do thus and so 
by such a date, and thus and so by another 
date,” there can be no assurance that the same 
official inertia that permitted the present inequi- 
ties to develop will not permit them to be 
prolonged. 

. . . 

How shocking those inequities are may be 
judged by the committee's statement that some 
parcels of property are assessed at less than 10 
per cent of true value, others at “well over 30 
per cent.” This means that some taxpayers are 
evading two thirds of their rightful tax burden. 


Whoever and whatever is responsible for this 
situation—and the committee seems to us a little 
too anxious to make excuses for the officials who 
permitted it to arise—the important thing now 
is not recriminations for the past but action for 
the present. The inequities in assessments cry out 
for correction not in the vaguely indefinite fu- 
ture but by a specific and immediate date. 


This is something that ought to be done re- 
gardiess of when St. Louis county assessments 
are brought into line with those in other count-, 
ties. The State Tax Commission so far has taken 
the line that it will insist upon a rise in assess- 
ment to 30 per cent of true value this year in St. 
Louis county and 25 other counties. In our 
opinion the Commission has been justified in 
taking that line. Certainly statewide equaliza- 
tion should not be unreasonably delayed. 

* s ~ 

We must admit, however, that the Council 
committee makes a persuasive argument that 
a general reassessment within the county and a 
state-imposed blanket increase of assessments 
cannot well be handled at the same time. It also 
argues persuasively that the blanket increase 
without the general reassessment would clog the 
wheels with tax appeals and perhaps block the 
flow of funds to schools and other vital servicés. 


Both the State Tax Commission and the pub- 
lic are entitled to assurance that the general re- 
assessment will be completed with dispatch and 
that its net effect will be to accomplish—not to 
evade—the statewide equalization goals. The 
county officials have been so slow to act up to 
now that they will need to move with more than 
ordinary decisiveness and promptness to provide 
any such assurance. 

If the Council adopts and actually starts work 
ona comprehensive reassessment, it may then be 

in a position to ask the State again to withhold 
a blanket increase. It is in no position to do so 
on the basis of mere promises.

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A Bomb in the Baggage 

The Peiping radio has been busy charging the 
United States and Nationalist China with sabo- 
taging an airliner that crashed in the China Sea 
on. April 11, carrying eight Bandung-bound Chi- 
nese Communists to death. The three surviving 
Air India crewmen lent some support for a 
sabotage theory when they told of a muffled ex- 
plosion in the baggage compartment, followed 
by flames that forced the ditching. But there 
has been no shred of evidence linking the United 
States—or even Nationalist China—with any at- 
tempt to sabotage the plane. 

The Hong Kong Government has now reported 
to the British Prime Minister that its investiga- 
tion shows that the plane was not tampered with 
while it was at the Hong Kong airport for an 
hour just before it took off on its fatal flight. 
The Hong Kong authorities do point out that the 
Communists’ baggage was not checked before 
being loaded on the plane because of the diplo- 
matic immunity of its owners. 

Since the Peiping Government only last month 
ousted two of its inner circle, Kao Kang, boss of 
the five-year plan, (who then obligingly “com- 
mitted suicide”) and Jao Shu-shih, a Shanghai 
boss, it might not be amiss to ask whether one 
or all of the eight Chinese Communists on the 
airliner might have been in the persona non grata 
class. A time bomb in the luggage would have 
done the trick. 

If that seems farfetched, it is no more far- 
fetched than the idea that some agent of the 
United States was able to elude the strict guard 
on the diplomatic baggage and plant the bomb. 
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Passports: Right or Privilege? 

In the Martin D. Kamen passport case, Assist- 
ant United States Attorney Joseph A. Rafferty 
is arguing, in effect, that the Government has 
the right to inflict punitive deprivations on a 
citizen without giving an acceptable explanation. 

Dr. Kamen, distinguished nuclear scientist on 
the staff of Washington University, is demand- 
ing in the Washington, D.C., Federal District 
Court that the State Department give him the 
passport denied since 1947 on security grounds. 
The latter have not been explained to Dr. Kamen 
in any detail, nor has he been told the names or 
the charges of his accusers. 

No such disclosures need be made, Rafferty 
argues, because the State Department has “abso- 
lute, unreviewable discretion” in the issuing of 
passports under the President’s constitutional 
power to conduct foreign affairs. But it seems 
much more logical to argue that this is a domes- 
tic matter in which the citizen is protected by 
the “due process” clause of the same constitution. 

Because of his standing as a biochemist, Dr, 
Kamen has been invited in recent years to lec- 
ture at universities in. Britain, Israel and Aus- 
tralia among others. For lack of a passport he 
has been unable to accept. This not only is.a 
harsh limitation on his freedom of movement, 
but affects his prestige and further development 
as a scientist. 

Under British law—so akin to ours that British 
precedents may be cited in American courts—a 
citizen’s right to a passport is as automatic as 
his right to vote. It can be denied only for dem- 
onstrated cause. Surely the courts will also make 
this the American rule. 

Dr; Kamen recently gained libel awards against 
the Chicago Tribune and the old Washington 
Post. So the courts were not impressed by pub- 
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_ stables.

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Another Red Flag Disregarded 


In reaffirming its decision to retain Ebasco 
Services, Inc. as a Dixon-Yates contractor, the 
Atomic Energy Commission has overridden the 
clear warning of the General Accounting Office, 
based on the latter’s detailed account of bad 
planning and inept estimating by Ebasco on th 
Joppa, Ill., power project. ’ 


It is hard to imagine a prudently run business 


concern hiring the same firm to do a certain job 
while $51,000,000 in excess costs on another job 
like it was still in dispute. 

Ever since the debacle at Joppa, Ebasco has 
been trying to make it appear that labor trou- 
bles alone caused its fantastically excessive costs. 
GAO says a skimpy original estimate and bad 
management played their parts. 

Since the Government will stand to share part 
of any excess in cost over estimate at West 
Memphis as well, it is very much in point to in- 
quire whether this estimate is materially better 
than the one at Joppa. There, Ebasco apparently 
did not even know the site was in the earthquake 
zone until after it had made its estimate, and 
this oversight alone added nearly one and three 
quarters million dollars to the cost. 

GAO’s criticism of Ebasco is all the more re- 
markable because the new Comptroller General, 
who heads this government agency, is Joseph 
Campbell, who as an AEC commissioner voted 
at least twice to approve the Dixon-Yates con- 
tract. Still earlier, AEC Commissioner Thomas 
Murray, who initiated the plan for private con- 
struction of the Joppa plant, had confessed that 
it was a glaring failtre. p 

Commissioner Murray said he had hoped the 
Joppa job would enable private business to re- 
gain some of the initiative in the atomic energy 
program. It was, he said, an opportunity for 
business to show what it could do. But the com- 
panies responsible failed to watch the project 
“with the eye of an eagle,” and “one must ad- 
mit,” Commissioner Murray said, “that the oper- 
ation was found wanting.” ; 

Under these conclusive circumstances, the pro- 
posal by GAO, “the watchdog of the Treasury,” 
that Ebasco be kept off another project until 
the Joppa dispute is settled, was the least that 
ordinary business prudence would dictate. 

In rejecting this advice, on the ground that too 
much time would be lost if another contractor 
had to be found, the AEC testifies once more to 

the marvelous and mysterious force which keeps 
Dixon-Yates battering ahead in spite of all oppo- 
sition and all warnings. 
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Is This Decentralization? 


When Senators Hennings and Symington called 
on Secretary of Agriculture Benson to investi- 
gate the federal farm and conservation program 


- in Missouri, they were making the appeal almost 


unanimous. 

Earlier this month the Missouri House voted 
to demand an inquiry, and accused the chairman 
of the State Agricultural Stabilization and Con- 
servation Committee, Murray Colbert, of firing 
local committeemen elected by farmers right 
and left. Mr. Colbert replied that there had been 
some dismissals but no wholesale dismissals. 
And he, too, weléomed an investigation by any 
“qualified” agenay. 

Secretary Benson's department is the quali- 
fied agency in this case. It is responsible for the 
appointment of Murray Colbert. This dispute 
has been going on for a year, and there is a good 
deal of politics under it, but one question has 
priority over any other. That is whether, under 
present management, the ASC program is carry- 
ing out decentralization of the farm program 
and giving the farmers a larger voice in their 
affairs. Many farmers obviously do not think 
so. But that is what Seeretary Benson promised 
to do. 
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The Bar and the Magistrates 

Chief Magistrate Anton Sestric says the Bar 
Association’s criticism that St. Louis’s 10 mag- 
istrates spend too little time in court applies 
only to what went on last year, not this year. 
Last year, the Bar Group found, the magistrates 
averaged only about two hours a day on the job. 

This year, according to Judge Sestric, the mag- 
istrates are paying closer attention to business, 
and at least two of them—Mr. Sestric and Mag- 
istrate Daniel B. Tammany—are on the job daily 
until 5 p.m. Good for them. But what about the 
others? Could it be that the city is overstaffed 
with magistrates? 

Aside from that, what does Mr. Sestric have 
to say about the Bar Association’s other criti- 
cisms? For example, does he condone the prac- 
tice of constables and their deputies accepting 
“gifts” and “tips” from attorneys for performing 
their duties? How much time has Chief Clerk 
John F. Dougherty, the former sheriff, been de- 
voting to his job? 

Magistrates and constables are elected. Cur- 
rently those offices are loaded with Democratic 
ward committeemen. Three of the magistrates 
are committeemen, two committeewomen work 
in the courts, and seven committeemen are con- 
One magistrate is a Republican com- 
mitteeman. 

Clearly this is not the most healthy situation 
imaginable. Perhaps the Legislature should pro- 
hibit committee members from serving both the 
courts and the party. Let it be one or the other, 
not both. Meantime, the Bar Association will 
serve the public interest by making regular re- 
ports on what goes on in these courts. 
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A Penalty on Good Business 

Efficient business practices in liquor retailing 
would be penalized by a bill, essentially price- 
fixing in nature, which the Missouri Senate has 
adopted. The bill would limit to 1 per cent the 
discount wholesalers may give, retailers for pur- 
chases in quantity. In contrast, discounts now 
offered for quantity purchases range up to 6 
‘per cent. One of the large liquor chains says 
the.net effect of the bill would be to increase 
the price of whisky across the counter about 
50 cents a bottle. 

The discounts up to 6 per cent for quantity 
purchases are offered by wholesalers to all re- 
tailers. It is standatd business practice to offer 
discounts for quantity purchases — and good 
business practice to take advantage of these 
savings. 

Senator Edward V. Long of Clarksville, spon- 
sor of the discount-limiting bill, declares that 
“under this measure prices could be revised only 
downward to meet competition.” To the con- 
trary, prices could be revised only upward be- 
cause a major basis for competition had been 
‘removed. 

The House, to which it has now been referred, 
should defeat this unwise and. unbusinesslike

Make Ft. Leonard Wood Permanent 


The Mirror

Large sums spent on Army post and its importance for training 
engineers would make it unsound to abandon installation, yet 
that threat exists as long as Fort has ‘temporary’ status, editorial 
says; Missouri should urge Pentagon to change classification.

The ‘unéstimable walue of Fort 
Leonard Wood to the Government as a 
whole, and to Missouri and the Ozarks 
in particular, is taken for granted, but 
there’s an alarming indication that it 
won't always be like 


For Fort Leonard Wood, it has only 
recently been re-emphasized, is still 
designated as a temporary installation 
by the Department of the Army and 
could conceivably be ordered closed 
sometime early in 1956. 


The War Department Installation 
Board recommended that “temporary” 
designation for Fort Leonard Wood in 
1946, and in March of that year the in- 
stallation was inactivated. 


In August 1950, the installation was 
reactivated as a training center to sup- 
port the expansion of the Army brought 
about by the Korean action, and in 1952 
the findings of the 1946 board were re- 
iterated. Fort Wood was only a tempo- 
rary setup. 

Last month another survey of tem- 
porary Army camps was made and Fort 
Wood was retained in the “temporary” 
classification, but given an additional 
year’s lease on life. 

Army Secretary Robert T. Stevens 
has informed Senator Thomas C. Hen- 
nings that another study will be made 
late this year or possibly early in 1956. 


Transfer to a “permanent” designation 
for the Missouri installation ought to 
be” sought by all influential groups 
in the state, not only from a standpoint 
of economics but because of the bene- 
fits that may one day be reaped for 
the nation as a whole. 

Just as Fort Benning is a permanent 
setup for the infantry and Fort Sill a 
permanent installation for the artillery, 
then Fort Wood is deserving of such a 
status on behalf of the engineers. 


Fort Leonard Wood, located in some 
of Missouri’s most rugged hill country, 
offers ideal terrain for the training of 
engineers. A great deal of money has 
been spent on the camp, and it is now 
said to house the greatest concentration 
of earth moving equipment in the world. 


It would seem unsound economically 
to abandon such facilities in the light 
of world conditions, and this threat will 
exist as long as the Department of the 
Army continues a policy of evaluating 
its so-called “temporary” installations 
on a year-to-year basis. 

Congressman Dewey Short and Sen- 
ators Hennings and Stuart Symington 
no doubt feel the urgency -of having 
Fort Leonard Wood classified as a 
permanent installation, but their activ- 
ities on behalf of this may only be 
prodded by the opinions of their con- 
stituents.

As self-appointed protector of the 
public weal, it is time I give warning 
that the advertising man is after your 
last, secret possession. He’s felt your 
pulse till it’s off-beat; he’s extracted 
your thoughts about his product till you 
feel subversive, and now, so help me, 
he’s after your innermost feelings, your 
subconscious mind, no less. 

The whole process is the newest 
thing among the sales and packaging 
boys; it’s called Motivational Research. 
And personally, as a fellow recently 
conditioned to buying nothing unless it 
contains both lanolin and GL 70, it just 
seems too much effort to find out why I 
squeeze a tube of toothpaste at the front 
end instead of the rear. The thing is, 
though, that the motivational research 
boys don’t care if you know the answer 
as long as they know it. Then they know 
just where to aim their ads. 


Know why they don’t advertise beer 


as a healthy food, ahymore? The re- 
searchers found people subconsciously 
thought of fat and waist-lines. That’s 
why beers are now “always refreshing, 
never filling.” Know why the ads on 
cigarette-holders don’t emphasize the 
holder in the picture? Because the mo- 
tivational boys fished around in the 
subconsciotis and discovered people are 
afraid they’d look conspicuous using a 
holder. The other day a motivational 


psychologist told kitchen range manu- 
facturers they should call it a “stove” 
again, atid not let it disappear under 
the counter anymore. Said today’s 
woman is no longer the  efficiency- 
minded careerist dame of the ’30s, but 
is part homemaker again and subcon- 
sciously wants a big, busy, warm-hearted 
stove again as a center of family life to 
express her own personality. 


They find out all this with what they 
call the “depth interview.” Now I un- 
derstand that fellow who asked me all

Between Book Ends 


A Philosopher's Message 


POWER AND INFLUENCE, by Lord Beveridge. 
Beechhurst Press, 448 pgs., $2.) 

The author of Britain’s health insur- 
ance plan has written his autobiography 
with a message to the world in mind. 
With the world divided into a democrat- 
ic and a dictatorial camp and their con- 
flict unresolved, Beveridge urges that 
the democracies not only keep strong to 
stop. the spread of despotism but also 
carry their message to every country as 


forcefully as possible: Freedom, justice 


and peace. 


A long life in public activities and a 
full share of satisfactions as well as 
disappointments has led Lord Beveridge 
to his attitude. But although there is 
a note of despair throughout the book, 
like a leitmotif, the 
author believes that 
man is changeable. 
“All men,” he says, 
“have in them what 
brutes have not— 
reason and speech 
and emotions other 
than fear and 
greed, and all men 
have capacity for 
religion.” 

And this also ex- 
plains the title he 
chose for his book. 
“Power aS a means 
of getting things 
done appeals to 
that which men share with brutes,” 
Beveridge explains, “to fear and to 
greed. Power leads those who wield 
it to desire it for its own sake, not for 
the service it may render, and to seek 
continuance in their own harks.” 


Influence, on the other hand, is to 
the author’s mind a means of getting 
things done which distinguish them 
from animals. “The way out of the 
world’s troubles today is to treat men 
as men, to enthrone influence over 
power, and to make power revocable.” 

The philosopher Beveridge looks at 
the world with a benign yet undeceiv- 
able eye. His personal experience with 
the political leaders of his country ap- 
parently was so unsatisfactory that he 
came to the conclusion that only a strict- 
er watch by the people over the men

elected to guide their destinies could ‘ 


save democracy. 


Mr. Churchill in particular does not 
appear as a favorite of the author. Lord 
Beveridge’s main peeve is that in an- 
nouncing the Beveridge plan Churchill 
made it appear as if his government had 
conceived the program, while in reality 
Beveridge had fought for such a plan 
for decades. 

Despite his desire to serve the public, 
it seems that Lord Beveridge has found 
the full measure of his contentment in 
his academic career and as the author 
of books. GERHARDT NEUMAN. 


War as Agent of History 


FROM LEXINGTON TO LIBERTY: THE STORY OF 
THE AMERICAN REVOLUTION, by Bruce Lan- 
caster. (Doubleday & Co., 470 pgs., $6.) 

This is another volume in “The Main- 
Stream of America” series, being edit- 
ed by Lewis Gannett.. The aim of the 
series is to present American history 
in terms of people and in narrative 
form. The present volume cannot be 
considered to tell “the story of the 
American Revolution” in a way that 
most historians would consider ade- 
quate, because, like the volume by John 
Richard Alden in the new Harper’s se- 
ries, it is concerned almost exclusively 
with military affairs. 


But if military operations are what 
the reader wants he will find here nar 
rative of excellent qualify. The author 
is an experienced novelist who has used 
American, history effectively as the 
background of several books. He has 
also, to all appearances, done a thor- 
ough and painstaking piece of re- 
search. For those who have the time— 
not as many in these TV days as in the 
past—to wade through nearly 500 pages 
of unflagging narrative we see no rea 
son for not recommending the book 
warmly.

Realism or Distortion? 


-~G-M, through Director-Writer Richard Brooks, has 

made its “BLACKBOARD JUNGLE,” at LOEW’S

teen-age delinquency in a boys’ metropolitan vocational 

atl high school. English teacher Glenn Ford 

«eA 7 finds himself with a classroom full of 

a hulking, . over-grown Dead End kids, in- 

, solent and uncontrollable. The very first 

day of the term, one attempts to attack a 

pretty woman history teacher. Seven of 

them waylay Ford and another man 

teacher in an alley and beat them brutally 

(the victims clam up and refuse to identify the attackers 

for the police). They smash one teacher's jazz record col- 

lection and phonograph. One sends poison-pen letters to 

Ford’s pregnant wife (Anne Francis). In a classroom show- 

down, one young gangster pulls a switchblade knife on 
Instructor Ford and attempts to stab him. 

This has been strongly and graphically done, with Mr. 
Ford turning in his usual low-key naturalistic performance 
of convincing force. So the idea is that this represents 
stark realism. But does it? The dictionary defines realism 
as “fidelity to nature or to real life.” This has been angrily 
attacked by various educational organizations and educators 
as a distortion and exaggeration of the problem. M-G-M 
has answered by waving press clippings of actual violent 
misbehavior in high schools throughout the country. Yes, 
but these were widely scattered. They did not occur in one 
school, one classroom in a few months. That method could 
be used to justify any absurdity as fact. 

Almost anything is possible, of course. Students in 
slum areas may tend to be tougher than in more genteel 
districts. But it is patently far-fetched that such general 
anarchy could prevail in any one school unless that were 
made a dumping ground for all undesirables in the city 
schools, a sort of public reform school. No such claim is 
made, and if that were the case, most certainly sterner 
methods would be employed to discipline the rowdies and 
brutes. Yet, as Ford’s classroom is depicted, only one stu- 
dent, a meek boy, is anything but a sneering, unruly rebel.

Einstein as 
Human Being

. NEW YORK. 

O far I have said nothing 

about Prof, Albert Einstein's 

death—but that hasn’t been 
because I didn’t want to. His 
recent passing came as a shock 
to me just as it must have come 
to anyone who had the privil 
of meeting this unforgettable 
personality. . 

Years ago he and Mrs. Ein- 
stein’ stayed with us briefly in 
the White House. He seemed to 
me a gentle person, but, on the 
other hand, where his beliefs 
and convictions were concerned 
he showed both vigor and 
courage. 

In the last few years he used 
to tell his more timid friends 
that he found himself obliged to 
engage in “subversive” activi- 
ties! This was, of course, a re- 
action to Senator McCarthy’s ef- 
forts which so closely resembled 
some of the things he had 
watched come about in Germany 
and which he certainly did not 
want to see fasten themselves on 
the life of his adopted country.

IN MARCH of 1953 the United 
States made a gesture, a small 
and friendly gesture, to the peo- 
ple of Japan which I am sure 
will bring back to us much good 
feeling.

From that 
mother stock in 1912 there had 
been sent to us 3000 saplings 
from the famous grove on the 
banks of the Arakawa, in Tokyo's 
Adachie ward. For many years 
now people from all over the 
country have gone to Washing- 
ton te see the cherry blossoms 
around the Potomac tidal basin. 

The people of Tokyo missed 
their cherry trees and their 
spring blossoms, and so in 1952 
we sent 40 grafts, five each 
from eight varieties by air to 
Tokyo. They were \grafted frém 
100 seedlings in metropoli- 
tan nursery, Last November they 
were replanted, together with 
3000 aboriginal seedlings which 


years the grafts from Washing- 
ton are blossoming for the first 
time on seedlings which are al- 
most 13 feet high. 


The people of Japan love 
beauty, and I think this little 
exchange may do a great deal to 
cement the friendship between 
our two countries.

While we often buy frankfurt- 
ers at the market for immediate 
use, very good canned smoked 
sausages are available. They 
have recently appeared among 
the frozen foods as well. A pack- 
age or two can be kept on hand 
in the freezer or in the freezing 
compartment of the refrigerator. 
A fruit salad is a good accom- 
paniment for a combination dish 
of frankfurters and sauerkraut.

AST Tuesday 3000 St. Louis 
L schoo children paraded 

through the downtown streets 
with mops, rakes, paint brushes, 
etc., to remind us that it is time 
to clean-up, paint-up and fix-up. 
Over the years our children 
have been taught the principle 
that. clean, well-kept homes, 
yards and alleys are important 
to the American way of life. 

The health division, too, be- 
lieves wholeheartedly mn this 
principle. But experience has 
shown that such an environment 
can only be achieved and main- 
tained through the co-operation 
and active participation of every- 
body—children and adults alike 
—working at it day after day, 


‘year after year.

A CONTINUING clean - up 
program —we call it the “ava- 
lanche” project — has now be- 
come an important phase of the 
health division’s environmental 
sanitation program. 

Since the “avalanche” pro- 
gram started early last Decem- 
ber, public health sanitarians 
have surveyed more than 135 
city blocks. By this door-to-door 
canvass over 35,000 insanitary 
conditions have been found, 
Notices have been issued to the 
responsible parties on 5674 in- 
sanitary or illegal garbage cans, 
and 8911 illegal rubbish con- 
tainers. 

In a city the size of St. Louis 
the amount of rubbish and gar- 
bage produced each day is enor- 
mous, The health division is 
vitally concernéd with the prop- 
er disposal of garbage and rub- 
bish. If only a small part of 
this refuge is disposed of in an 
insanitary manner the health of 
the whole community may be 
endangered through the breed- 
ing of rats, flies, mosquitoes and 
other vermin so important in 
the transmission of certain 
diseases.
